Washington, Dec. 15.—It is learned 
at the papal legation that a concident 
with the close of the nineteenth century 
every archbishop and bishop in the 
United States, as well as elsewhere, is 
expected by Pope Leo to officiate at mid­ 
night service in his cathedral, provided 
there are no impediments to interfere 
with such a programme. 
As some of 
the American sees have two prelates

These two men were suspected and 
I arrested. 
Henderson was shot to death 
jg,,| in his cell and then hanged, 
Rowland 
" * confessed before he was strung up. The 
bodies were riddled w ith bullets afto- 
hanging. 
Sheriff Anderson and his two deputies 
made a stand and attem pted to protect 
the prisoners. 
The officers were seized 
by the leaders of the mob who disarmed 
them. 
The sheriff was then locked in 
a room aud placed under guard, but he 
stoutly refused to give up the keys or 
tell where the prisoners were hidden. 
Failing to get the keys the mob made 
a determined, but unsuccessful attem pt 
to break in the jail door. 
This time the 
would be lynchers were in a perfect 
frenzy and, securing a telegraph pole 
they used it as a battering ram and 
caved in the side wall of the jail. 
The door of Rowland’s cell was then 
quickly broken in w ith sledges and he 
was dragged from the jail to the east 
side of the court house where a noose 
w’as placed about his neck. 
He was 
given time to make a statem ent, in 
which he implicated Jim Henderson and 
another negro. 
Rowland then begged 
piteously for mercy, but the mob sw iftly 
swung the confessed m urderer to a tree 
and riddled his body with bullets. 
Leaving the body of Rowland dang­ 
ling from the limb of the tree the mob 
rushed back to the jail aud attem pted to 
burst open the cell occupied by H ender­ 
son, but before the steel bars yielded to 
the blows of the sledges, some one in 
the crowd fired upon the terrified negro 
\ as he crouched in the corner of his cell. 
’( A few moments more and the door of 
' the cell was broken in. The negro, more 
I dead than alive, was dragged at a rope’s 
► end to the courthouse yard, and swung 
to the tree beside the body of Rowland. 
Firing a parting volley at th® swing* 


mg Domes w e mon, eager tor anothei 
victim, hurried away to locate the other 
negro implicated by Rowland in his 
confession. 
He was found at a hotel 
where he was employed as a porter. 
The negro escaped to the roof of the 
building and Manager DeBruler suc­ 
ceeding in convincing the mob that the 
porter had nothing to do w ith the crime 
providing au alibi for him. 
The negroes’ victim, Hollis Simons, 
was murdered in the most brutal m an­ 
ner, one square from the main street of 
the city, as he was going to his home 
from his barber shop at 2 o’clock Sun­ 
day morning. 
As was customary w ith 
him he carried the receipts of the day 
at his place of business. 
The negroes 
were aware of this and evidently laid 
their plans accordingly. 
Grouching behind a fence they aw ait­ 
ed their victim; then they jumped out 
from their place of concealment and a t­ 
tacked him from behind as he passed, 
striking him over the 
head w ith a 
heavy club w ith a large nail driven into 
the end of it. 
Although terribly beaten, 
Simons made a desperate fight and his 
cries and struggles soon attracted two 
boys, who went to his assistance, but 
they were a moment too late, the victim 
of the negroes having succumbed to the 
terrible beating aud was lying dead at 
their feet. 
The m urderers then drove the woald 
be rescuers away and accomplished their 
original designs—that of robbery, secur­ 
ing a bag conraiuig something over $40 
from the prostrate form of their victim 
aud made their escape. 
Simons was 
terribly beaten, his skull was crushed 
and his head and face beaten into a pulp 
Four gaping wounds showed where toe 
spike on the club had punctured the 
dead m an’s skill and penetrated his 
brain. 
The mob then dispersed, apparently 
satisfied w ith its awful work of ven­ 
geance. 
The feeling against the negroes was 
intensified by the reason of the fact that 
w ithin the past two weeks over a dozen 
houses have beeu robbed at Rockport, aud 
Henderson and the negroes were sus­ 
pected as the leaders. 
The mob an­ 
nounced tha* in the ease of future rob­ 
beries the guilty persons should lie run 
down aud lynched. 
A fter the lynching hundreds of the 
mob collected in the hotels and other 
public places and discussed the lynching 
aud making no attem pt to conceal their 
connection w ith the lynching. 
W alter Evans, one of the young men 
who attem pted to save Simons’ life aud 
afterw ard assisted in the removing of 
the murdered m an’s remains to his home, 
was greatly affected and almost suffered 
nervous collapse. 
Sunday night he w it­ 
nessed the lynching and he is now a 
raving maniac. 
The dead m an’s wife is prostrated and 
it is believed she will die from the
